I Mr. Win. A. Robinson, who head- 
ed this visiting committee, frankly 
admitted that this principle Of tax- 
ation was as near perfect as the in- 
genuity of man could devise and 1 , )t , 
was all 'right for the State and I 'l-odcl and 1 
counties: but strangely contended I b his sntt 
that it retarded the development of 1 
manufacturing growth in the city 
of Louisville, and hence this equi- 
table principle should be stricken 
from our organic law so far as 
municipal governments are con- 
cerned. 

The voters should bear in mind 
that manufacturing enterprises re- 
ceived the fostering care of this 
Constitution to prevent this seem- 
ing objection by placing it in the 
power of every municipality to free 
new enterprises of this kind from 
all taxation for the period of five 
years. 

The intelligent people of this 
Commonwealth know that this is 
not the real object of the promoters 
of this change in the Constitution. 
The ultimate purpose is to do away 
with this entire system of taxation 
and re-ennct the old laws in our 
State, so that the tangible property 
shall bear all the burdens, whilst 
the corporate and intangible prop- 
erty will escape proportional and 

tust taxation; that Louisville may 
e exempt from taxation, as she 
has done, between eighteen and 
twenty millions of dollars of her 
city property and Impose that and 
other additional burdens upon the 
tax bearer in other sections of the 
State.
